REPORT  OF  OFFICE  OF  CIVIL   DEFENSE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Albany: 

The  year  of  1959  is  now  passed  and  although  we  did  not  ac- 
complish as  much  as  we  would  have  liked,  I  believe  that  it  was  a 
gainful  year  for  Civil  Defense. 

With  the  aid  of  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  we  have  com- 
pleted a  new  manning  table  and  Civil  Defense  plan  for  the  town. 
These  will  be  posted  on  the  CD  Bulletin  Board  if  you  wish  to  look 
at  them. 

We  are  working  on  a  program  for  training  the  needed  personnel 
and  have  already  completed  a  police  training  course.  We  are  also 
planning  a  fire  training  class  for  early  spring. 

The  appropriation  for  1959  was  used  to  purchase  surplus  cook- 
ing utensils  and  helmets,  a  coffee  maker  for  use  at  the  Town  Hall 
and  a  group  size  first  aid  kit.  Remaining  funds  were  spent  for  ma- 
terial for  our  control  center.  The  counter  will  also  be  used  as  voting 
booths,  thus  allowing  our  funds  to  serve  us  double.

For  the  year  ahead  we  are  asking  for  a  special  appropriation 
of  $175.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  radio.  The  State  Civil  Defense  Agen- 
cy urges  us  to  have  this  radio  because  in  the  case  of  an  emergency, 
this  could  be  our  only  means  of  communication  and  would  certainly 
prove  to  be  both  quite  necessary  and  very  useful. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  help 
and  support  and  especially  those  who  have  taken  an  active  part  in 
the  training  program.

Forest  Fire  Warden's  Report 

PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

Number  of  local  fires,  one;  number  of  acres  burned,  three;  num- 
ber of  permits  issued,  96. 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  standpoint.  New 
Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation.  Fewer  acres  were 
burned,  suppression  costs  were  substantially  reduced  and  damage  to 
woodlands  held  to  a  minimum.  The  record  resulted  from  a  combina- 
tion of  favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a 
co-operating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing  note: 

58  per  cent,  or  six  out  of  eveiy  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by 
careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10  per  cent,  or  one  out  of  every  nine  fires  was  caused  by  chil- 
dren. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent-minded  indi- 
viduals and  failure  of  parents  to  properly  supervise  children  and  keep 
matches  out  of  their  reach,  annually  cause  these  unnecessary  fires 
which  cost  large  sums  to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  damage.  The 
elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this 
picture.  The  rules  are  simple  — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire 
warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes  from  mov- 
ing vehicles  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  Use  your  town  dump  and  save  your- 
self much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal  and  financial.
